Remarks.—Perhaps no part of the globe is more congenial to’the Apple, than 
hat of the United States. Indeed, so congenial is onr climate that it will succeed, 
a almost every variety of soil, A rich loamy soil, however, is the best. As the 
pots spread wide near the surface of the ground, therefore it does not require as 
Heep a soil as some other kinds of fruit. A very wet suil however should be avoid- 
bd: and on an extremely dry, gravelly soil, the trees will not be as productive, 
heither will the firuit be as large and fair. 

The proper distance for planting the Apple is from 25 to 40 feet apart, according 
hs the soil is more or less rich. The richer thé soil the greater the distance will be 
equired to make room for the luxurient growth of the expanding branches. (See 

arks on Transplanting.) —~ ; 

The soil of the Apple Orchard should be kept well cultivated for several years; 
and if occasionally stocked down to grass, should not be suffered to remain so 
more than one or two years at a time. An orchard kept well manured, and under 
a high state of cultivation, will produce double the quantity of fruit, and grow 
wice as fast as where an opposite course is pursued. 

Perhaps no investment pays better, than that of an Orchard, of the most choice 
and select kinds of fruit. It not only becomes a source of luxury, but also o 
great profit. Many persons in various parts of our country are now deriving a 
Jarge income froma few acres of choice orcharding. Fruit of superior excellence, 
ilways will command a high price, and a ready sale in our eities and villages.

Remarks.—The Pear tree should be planted from 20 to 30 feet apart, and like the Apple wil 
succeed on almost any soil. The roots strike deep into the earth, and consequently this tree rare 
ly suffers from drouth. A very damp sorl, especially where the sub-soil is very wWct and springy, 
should be avoided, as on such Soil the fruit would be inferior. 

A disease called the FIRE BLIGHT, has destroyed the Pear in some parts of the country, In thi 
place it is of rare occurreuce. The disease is probably caused by the attacks of a minute insect, 
ou the inner layer of the bark. Their depredations soon cause the leaves and limbs to wither as 
though scorched by fire. The only remedy is to cut off all the diseased limbs and branches and 
BURN them. 

Many of the old Pears, which fifty or one hmodred years ago were held in high repute, have from 
some cause (and there is a great diversity ofopinion in regard to the cause) ceased to be productive; 
or produce as fair, rich, fine fruit as formerly. ‘This remark will particalarly apply to most locations} 
on the sea-board; ani in regard to many varieties of Pears, and other fruit, it will apply to the in-} 
terior, and perhaps to the world at large. However, the loss of these old varieties, may not be} 
much regretted after all, as their place has been more than made up, by the introduction of many} 
new and valuable varieties, which have originated in Europe, and in this country during the past} 
twenty or thirty years. Many of these are truly valuable. And to no man, are the horticultaral] 
world under more obligations, than to the late Professor Van Mons of Belgium, for his unremitted 
exertions in producing from seed, some of the most choice and delicious varieties of this fruit now) 
known on the globe. Whilst engaged in writing out these pages, the public press have announced} 
the melancholy tidings of the decease of this benev olent and good man. , 

The cultivation of the Pear, has been too much neglected in this country. No other kind of 
fruit yields more bountifully, and the more choice kinds always commands a high price in the mar-} 
ket. The Pear tree frequently attains a great age, maby survive one hundred or more years; anc 
the quantity of fruit gathered from a single tree, is often enormous. There are several Pear tre es 
peer me, eee of which are over thirty-five years old, which yield 20, 25, 30 and 35 bushels ¢

Remarks.—The soil best adapted to the growth of the Plum Tree, is a deep rich loam, inclining} 
toclay. A very dry, sandy or gravely soil,is tobe avoided, unless a portion of clayey loam be 
ncorporated with it. ‘The proper dsstance for planting this tree is from fifteen to twenty feet|} 
apart. 

PThe Curculio is the great enemy of the plum, and not unfrequently the whole crop is destroyed 
by its depradations. ‘’his insect deposites its egg in the fruit when it is quite young, after some 
time the fruit falls, and the grub or worm enters the ground, from which it returns the followin 
season in the shape of a winged insect, and again deposites its eggsin the fruit. ‘The best, I ha 
almost said the only remedy, is, to destroy the grub in the Plumas soon as it falis from the tree. 
This may be done by daily picking up and feeding to the hogs all of the fallen fruit. It is highly}} 
recommended to have the Blum Orchard—and I would also include the Apricott and Nectarine— 
so arranged as to permit swine torun in amongthe trees, This ina short time, will rid the prem 
ises of this troublesome insect. 

The Plum Tree is also subject to a disease called the Blackwart or knots, appearing in the form} 
of an unsightly excrescence on the branches of the trees. These knots are caused by the attacks} 
of asmall insect. Whendiscovered let them be closely pared off or cut out. And if a whole tree 
be found badly affected let it be dug up at once, and the whole burned up, The finer sorts of thel} | 
Plum, and particularly the white or yellow varieties are rarely attacked with this disease. Indeed} | 
the disease here, is of rare occurrence. Let the above suggestions be fully and efficiently adopted, | 
and soon we shall hear but little complaint, that the Plum tree is unproductive. |

The Apricot isa very rich delicious fruit, and will well repay the expense of a 
jttle extra trouble. They require in a more northern latitude, a somewhat pecu- 
fartreatment. The tree is rather tender and liable to winter kill, when planted 
a very exposed situation. They succeed best when planted by the side of a 
uilding or high fence, where they are little exposed to the action of cold bleak 
vinds. This tree is often trained as an Espalier, and when trained on the side of 

, building or high fence, it is notonly highly ornamental, but often very produc: 

ive. The Apricot blossoms very early, and the young fruit is often liable to be 
estroyed by the late frosts of spring. To prevent this, let a quantity of straw, 
any other litter, be placed around the trees towards spring. This will retard 
he season of blossoming until the danger shall have passed away.

But should the weath- 
r be dry and hot, as is usually the case at that season of the year, the planting 
ven should be deferred until a later period in the autumn, or early in the spring.— 
ndeed there is but little choice, at which season they are planted: when planted 
te in autumn, the ground around the plants should be trod down bard, and some 
(raw, or other litter flung over them, before the setting in of winter.
